Chicago,  March  24. — The  switchmen  on 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  struck 
last    night.    At    midnight    all    the  engines 
were  run  into  the  round  house.   This  morn- 
ing everything  was  quiet  around  the  yards. 
Not  a  freight  train  is  moving,  but  the  pas* 
eengers  are  allowed  to  move  aa  usual.    The 
strikers  are  not  interfering  in  any  way  and 
have  given  no  reason  for  the  withdrawal. 
The  impression  prevails  that  the  Knights 
of  Labor  have  at  last  decided    to  come  to 
the  aid  of  the  striking  Burlington  engineers 
and  force  the  company  to    take    back    the 
strikers.      It    is    also     hinted     that    the 
switchmen  wbo  have  heretofore  been  exclu- 
ded from  the  brotherhood  have  established 
a  claim  to  equality  which  is  now  recognired 
by  the  brotherhood   and   they   will   be   ad- 
mitted as  equals.    Deputy  sheriSa  are  on 
the  irrotiYx)  this    luomiug.    Now    that    Iha 
Knights  of  Lhbor  sympathy   has  been  en- 
listed it  ia  probable  that,  ahouldtheswitch- 
meu  fail  to  force  the   Burlington   to   terma, 
the    freight    handlera    and  other  employes 
will  go  out.  and  the  strike    will    effect    not 
only  the  "Q"   but  all  roads  in  sympathy 
with  it. 

WHAT  ARTHUR  SAYS. 

Chicago,  March  24.— Chief  Arthur,  of 
the  Brotherhood  of  Engineera,  was  inter- 
viewed this  morning.  Hedenieda  coalition 
between  the  switchmen  and  the  engineera, 
and  says  he  ia  quite  satisfied  with  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  affairs,  and  if  no  brother^ 
hood  mail  returned  to  work,  the  strike 
would  be  surely  settled  to  their  satisfac- 
tion. He  said  he  had  exhauateil  every 
means  to  procure  a  peacable  settlement, 
and  only  after  failure  he  reluctantly  per- 
mitted the  strike.  He  says  that  the  men 
could  have  returned  to  their  engines  at  the 
old  terms  two  weeks  ago. 

THE  BRAKEMKN  ALSO  STRIKE. 

Chicago,  March  24.— Paul  Morton,  gen- 
eral passenger  agent  of  the  Chicago,  Bur- 
lington &  Quincy,  eaid  this  morning:  "Not 
an  engineer  In  our  employ  will  be  dis- 
charged on  account  of  tlis  trouble.  We 
can  get  all  the  awitchmen  we  want."  The 
Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy  brakemen 
will  strike  this  afternoon.  There isno  work 
for  them  while  the  switchmen  and  ensineera 
are  not  working,  but  it  will  give  force  to  the 
strike.

Chicago, March  24  — Theawitchmenin  the 
Santa  Feyarda  quit  work  thia  morning 
without  notice.

It  baa    been    determined    by  the 
mayor  and  chief  to    prepare  for    these  im- 
pecunious tourists  this   summer   and  eight 
new  men  have  been  selectisd  to  patrol  what- 
ever beats  are  decided  upon  by  Chief  Doran 
and  Captain  McLaughlin  who  today  made 
a  tour  of   the   city.      Tbeae    men    will  be

Two  Boys  Cremated. 

London,  March  24.— Two  boys  named 
Ralph  Cumminga  and  Samuel  White,  one 
13  and  one  14  years  of  age,  were  engulfed 
and  burned  to  death  in  a  cinder  heap  at 
the  Darlington  Steel  works  a  few  days  ago. 
Five  boys  were  standing  during  the  after- 
noon on  the  cinder  heap,  which  is  always 
on  fire  underneath  the  surface.  Suddenly 
there  was  a  cloud  of  dust  and  smoke,  and 
a  couple  of  moments  later  three  of  the  boys, 
who  bad  ran  to  a  spot  several  fe«4t  away, 
found  that  two  of  their  companiona  were 
miasing.  Strangely  enough  they  aaid  no- 
thing about  the  matter  until  evening,  when 
the  children,  failing  to  return  home,  an 
alarm  waa  given.  Examination  developed 
the  fact  that  there  waa  a  cavity  of  ten  feet 
about  the  apot  where  the  boys  were  sup- 
poaed  to  have  disappeared.  A  large  force 
of  men  from  the  steel  works  were  imme- 
diately set  to  work  digging  out  the  heap, 
but  were  compelled  to  ceaae  after  a  few 
moments  in  conaeqence  of  the  heat  and  tbe 
danger  from  the  pile,  which  gradually  burna 
away  and  ainka  in.  An  iron  bar  pushed 
down  eighteen  feet  was  found  to  be  red  hot, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  two  unfor- 
tunate children  were  cremated  in  a  very 
few  seconds. 


A  Remarkable  Trial. 

London,  March  24.— A  dispatch  from 
Belfast  says  that  a  remarkable  trial  is  in 
progress  at  the  Armagh  assizes.  It  is  that 
of  William  Thompson,  who  is  charged  with 
murdering  another  young  man  of  the  aame 
name  before  the  altar  in  the  Catholic 
church  at  Knocknamuckney  about  three 
weeks  ago.  According  to  the  evidence  he 
entered  the  edifice  immediately  behind  the 
wedding  party  and  took  a  seat.  As  tbe 
groom  was  about  to  place  the  ring  upon 
the  finger  of  the  bride  he  drew  a  revolver 
and  fired.  The  bride-groom  fell  forward 
pierced  through  the  right  lung.  The  bride 
screamed  and  fainted  and  in  the  confusion 
tbe  murderer  escaped.  He  was  captured, 
however,  a  few  hours  later.  The  only  mo- 
tive assigned  for  the  deed  is  the  alleged 
cruelty  of  the  groom  to  bis  first  wife,  who 
was  the  priaoner'a  aist-r.  There  is  practi- 
cally, however,  no  defense  and  aentence  of 
death  is  certain.

THE    DCLDTH    BOAT    CLUB    BUYING    A  GYMNA- 
aiCM  OUTFIT — TBE  SUMMER  REQETTA. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  the 
Boat  club  to  purchase  a  complete  set  of  all 
movable  gymnastic  apparatus,  and  tbe 
large  hall  on  the  third  &oot  of  the  club 
house  is  to  be  fitted  up  for  a  gymnasium. 
There  will  l>e  dumbbella  of  a^  sorts  and 
sizes,  fencing  foils,  boxing  gloves,  h<irizontal 
and  parallel  bars  and  pulling  weights,  all  of 
which  are  to  be  put  in  at  tbe  expense  of  in-, 
dividual  members  of  the  club.  The  club  ex- 
pects to  increase  its  tii>et  of  boats 
this  year  by  the  addition  of 
half  a  dozen  fine  pleasure  boats 
and  by  a  four  oared  shell,  a  double  and  a 
single,  which  will  give  it  a  flitet  of  boat^s  not 
equalled  by  many  an  older  and  larger  organ- 
ization. Arrangements  are  aow  being  made 
for  a  summer  regetta  to  be  held  on  the 
course  in  Duluth  bay,  in  which,  besides  a 
crew  from  the  home  club,  orewa  from  the 
two  St.  Paul  cluba,  the  Minneapolis  club, 
the  Winnipeg  club,  the  Cedar  Rapida  club, 
and  perhaps  one  or  two  others  from  other 
cities  in  the  Northwest.  This  regetta, 
which  will  be  the  first  ever  leld  at  Duluth 
will  be,  it  is  expected,  a  very  important 
aquatic  affair.

London,  March,  24. — Cambridge  won  the 
university  boat  race  from  Putney  to  Mort- 
lake  on  the  Thames  today.  The  course 
was  crowded  with  spectators.  Tbrte  hun- 
drtd  thousand  witnessed  the  race. 


Want  It  Kept  Up. 

Superior  Inter  Ocean :  Capt.  Alex.  Mac- 
Dougatl  has  on  Rice's  Point  a  steel  steamer 
in  course  of  conatruction ,  and  has  em- 
ployed fifty-five  men.  The  'rame  work  of 
the  vessel  ia  all  in  ahape,  and  the  plating  ia 
now  going  on.  The  vessel  must  be  about 
140  feet  long.  The  men  av(  rage  $2.75  per 
day  each,  and  moat  of  theci  were  brought 
from  Glasgow  direct,  under  contract  for 
permanent  employment.  They  are  all 
akilled  ship  builders.  What  machinery  is 
now  in  use  is  of  the  moat  niaasive  descrip- 
tion, and  fit  for  the  largest  kind  of  cold 
steel  work.  The  vessel  itself  is  an  experi- 
ment, and  is  somewhat  of  a  curiosity  in 
construction.  In  convers;«,tion  with  the 
Inter  Ocean  representative,  who  was  a 
stranger  to  tbe  place,  tke  engineer  of  the 
shop  showed  a  very  unworthy  indignation, 
when  it  was  suggested  that  :faecaptain  had 
better  move  his  yard  and  machinery  over 
to  West  Superior,  where  lie  would  have 
plenty  of  room.  He  said:  "This  here  is 
Duluth,  over  here,  it  ain't  Superior,  and 
we  don't  want  it  to  be.  Wo  got  room  to 
put  four  vessels  on  the  stoc  is  at  once,  and 
that's  enough."  And  the  Inter  Ocean  man 
went  off  behind  the  engine  and  groaned  a 
groan,  and  prayed  tha,t  Mitchell  would 
keep  up  bis  racket,  and  that  tbe  people  of 
Duluth  would  rise  up  as  one  man  and 
drive  MacDougall  across  th»  bay. 


$1.000  PER  FOOT. 

THE    WINDSOR    HOTEL    DEAL    CLOSED    TODAY. 

The  mu«;h-talked-cf  Windsor  hotel  deal 
was  closed  up  today  and  t  le  price  for  the 
property  was  $1,000  per  foot  instead  of 
$1,036,  as  erroneously  stated  by  a  Duluth' 
paper.  The  piece  comprises  seventy-five 
fj-et  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Superior 
street  and  Fifth  avenue  vbst.  The  pur- 
chaser is  Mr.  C.  M.  Henderson,  a  banker  of 
Indianapolis,  lud.  Duggan  .&  Levison  have 
a  lease  of  the  property exterid'ng  two  years 
longer  and  until  the  expiration  of  that  time 
no  improvement  will  be  made.  When  the 
leaae  expires  it  is  understood  to  be  the  new 
owner's  intention  to  erect  a  handsome 
block  on  the  corner,  which  iii  one  of  the  best 
locations  in  the  city.

Why  should  the  sixty  million  people  in  ths 
United  States  so  largely  increase  theit 
burdens  to  protect  the  little  handfnl 
of  sugar  growers  in  Lonisiana, 
whose  industry  can  not  be  extended 
to  any  considerable  extf>nt,  no  matter  how 
great  the  protection,  for  the  Uoited  States 
is  not  a  sugar  growing  country  The  first 
cane  was  planted  in  Louisiana  in  1751;  the 
first  sugar  mill  was  erected  in  1758  bnt  the 
manufacture  of  oaoe  sugar  in  the  United 
States  did  not  oommence  until  1764.  In 
1803  there  was  275  sugar  estates  in  Louisi- 
ana. In  1818  the  product  was  25,000  hogs* 
heads.  The  cane  was  ground  by  cattle  and 
horse  power  until  1822  when  steam  was 
first  introduced.  The  sugar  district  ex- 
tends from  about  fifty  miles  below  New 
Orleada  to  200  miles  above  taking  in  the 
Red  River  and  its  tributaries,  and  on  many 
of  the  bayous.  But  even  in  this  district 
the  plant  does  not  thoroughly  ripen  sa  it 
is  nipped  by  the  cold  of  both  spring  and 
autumn.  It  is  also  grown  to  a  limited  ex* 
tent  in  South  Carolina  and  Florida,  and  for 
sirup  even  iu  Tennessee.  The  total  pro- 
duct of  Louisiana  now  amounts  to  about 
150,000  hogsheads  per  annum  while  Cuba 
alone  sends  more  than  three  times  this 
amount  to  the  United  States,  and  the 
total  imports  amonnt  to  over  a  million 
tons  annually. 


A  Washington  spejial  says  that  Senator 
Allison  is  gaining  ground  among  the  poli- 
ticians at  the  capitol,  and  that  many  of  the 
shrewdest  of  them  are  gathering  about 
him  and  courting  bis  favor.

The  aHair  ended,  after 
fifteen  rounds  of  horseplay,  in  a  draw.  C^ir- 
tiss  poKHesxes  nufficient  advantage  in  weight 
over  Frank  to  have  forced  the  fight  from  the 
atart  and  to  have  won  it  in  less  than  ten 
rounds.

NO  FREIGHTS  SETTLED. 


ORKAT  QDANTIIIEa  OF    SAND 

AWAT  PROli  THE  MOST     NARROW 
UI.HNE80TA  POINT. 

Some  years  ago  the  people  of  old  Super- 
ior were  in  the  habit  of   hauling    sand    for 
building  and  other  purposes  from  the  most 
narrow  part    of   Minnesota    Point.      The 
practice  was  carried    to    such    an    extent 
that  some  years  ago  the  sea    would    wash 
completely  over  that    part    of   the    point, 
and     threatened    to    make    a     permanent 
breach  or  opening.      When    Major    Allen's 
attention  was  called  to  this  state  of  affairs 
by  Geo.  R.    Stuntz  who    was    and    is    the 
owter  of  considerable  property    upon    the 
other  side  of  the  "opening"  as  it  was  after- 
ward named,   he   set   a   crew    of   men    to 
work,    and      filled     up     the     gap     made 
by.  the  sand  haulers  by  placing  large  facines 
or  buudles  of  brush  and    ^ree  tops  in  the 
breach.     These  caused  the  sand  washed  up 
and  blown  against  it  to  form  a  moderately 
solid  bank,  and  since  then  the  sea  has  not, 
even  in  the  fiercest  storms,   washed   acrosd 
this  part    of    the    point.     At    the    present 
time  however  this  work  of  digging  away  the 
point  has  been  resumed  and    a   number   of 
teams  are  engaged  daily    in    hauling    sand 
from  the  lower  part  of  the  point,  acrons  the 
ice  to  the  east  end    of  town.    Capt.   Quinn 
WHS      notified      of       this       today       and 
it    is   certain      that     he     will    ascertain 
what  steps   should      be      taken     in    the 
matter.    It     is      certain     that      nobody 
should  be  allowed  to  weaken  or  destroy  the 
natural  breakwater  afforded  by  Minnesota 
Point  to  the  harbors  of  Duluth  and  Super- 
ior, end   it   is   highly  probable  that  if  the 
government  cannot  legally  interfere  to  stop 
this  performance,  that  some  means  will  be 
found  to   enjoin   the  people  engaged  in  the 
work   from   destroying   the   continuity  of 
Minnesota  Point.

Lake  carriers  and  ore  producers  are  still 
far  from  a  settlement  of  their  differences 
regarding  freight  rates  and  from  the  feeling 
displayed  by  the  heavy  vessel  owners  it  is 
evident  they  are  not  discouraged  nor  anx- 
ious. They  agree  that  "there  is  to  be  a 
good  season  in  the  iron  ore  business,  al 
though  neither  ore  profits  nor  the  profits 
of  the  mines  will  reach  the  figures  of  last 
year.  Railways  have  made  money  and 
traffic  is  constantly  growing  and  an  im- 
mense amount  of  iron  will  be  consumed  in 
railway  equipment,  cars  and  the  like.  The 
demand  from  the  sources  will  be  good. 
Coal  handling  will  be  greatly  in  excess  of 
last  year.  Duluth  alone  will  increase  her 
re«-eipt8  by  half  a  million  tons  and 
about  120.000  tons  will  be  delivered 
at  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  William  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific.  Wheat  is  not  so  plenty 
at  upper  lake  ports  at  present  but  the 
chances  are  that  the  amount  at  several 
lake  ports  will  be  largely  increased  by  the 
opening  of  navigation  and  that  consider- 
able will  move  forward  from  the  country 
alter  that."  Considering  all  the  prospects 
the  vessel  men  are  waiting  and  are  not  will- 
ing to  accept  the  rates  oBered  by  either  the 
iron  ore  producers  or  grain  shippers. 

OBers  have  be«»n  made  for  wheat  from 
Duluth  to  Bufialo  for  4  cents  but  the  ves- 
aela  will  not  accept  this,  preferring  to  wait 
for  a  problematic  better  rate.  Furnace 
men  are  not  buying  great  quantities  of  ore 
as  yet  though  considerable  has  been  sold 
for  Lake  Michigan  furnaces.  These  sales 
have  b  -en  made  at  40  to  50  cents  per  ton 
below  <ast  season's  rate.  There  have  but 
few  coal  contracts  been  made  as  yet,  the 
largest  being  probably  the  120,000  tons  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  railroad.  Receipts  at 
the  head  of  the  lake  will  be  fully  1,500,000 
tons  and  at  other  Lake  Superior  porta, 
Ashland,  Washburn,  Marquette,  and  the 
like  probably  500.000  tons.  The  coal 
men  have  entered  into  a  combination  re- 
garding rates,  but  have  made  no  open 
moves  as  yet,  and  coal  rates  will  probably 
be  low. 

In  package  freight  the  outlook  is  also  for 
lower  freights,  and  but  few  charters  are 
being  made.  In  all  departments %f  lake 
business  both  sides,  the  shipper  and  the 
carrier,  are  holding  ofi  as  long  as  possible, 
and  only  thoae  who  are  forced  to  do  so 
have  made  final  arrangements  for  the  sea- 

■OQ. 

Local  vessel  men  are  of  the  opinion  that 
ore  freights  will  open  at  about  $1  60  per 
irrr>ss  ton,  which  would  be  an  equivalent  of 
43^  cents  per  bushel  on  grain.  Local  ship- 
pers talk  of  a  rate  of  S}^  cents  on  grain  to 
BuBalo  and  do  notcare  to  bid  much  higher, 
th<>ugh  4  cents  has  been  oBeredfor  a  couple 
of  vessels.

He  Tminly  Applies  to  All  Enropean  Com- 
panies to  Take  a  Rink  ot  Foar  Hundred 
ThooHand  Uollars  —  American  Com- 
paiilea  to  be  Given  a  Trial— Liberal  In- 
ducements Offered — Considered  a  Hax- 
ardoos  Risk. 


London,  March  23. — Having  made  an  un- 
successful attempt  to  insure  bis  lite  with  an 
English  company,  Kins  Milan  ot  Servia  is 
about  to  try  the  American  Beld,  and  an 
agent  will  leavn  tor  New  York  in  his  interest 
in  a  few  days.  He  is  empowered  to  offer 
all  the  expenses  of  travelling  to  and  from 
his  dom  iins  to  the  medical  representatives 
of  as  many  companies  as  are  willing  to 
look  into  the  risk.  Hisapplicatiims  in  this 
city  were  for  two  million  francs,  or  $400,- 
000,  and  the  refusal,  it  is  understood,  was 
based  upon  the  ground  that  the  present 
Condition  of  affairs  in  Europe  and  the  prob- 
abilities of  war  or  of  an  uprising  in  Servia 
made  the  risk  an  extra  hasardous  one. 

MR.    BLAINE. 

An  European  Correspondent  who  Con- 
siders that  His  Feelings  and  Goings  are 
of  Interest. 

New  York,  March  23.— The  New  York 
Tribune's  London  cable  saye:  The  day  be- 
fore Cleveland's  free  trade  message  reached 
Paris  I  sent  a  dinpatch  relating  to  Mr. 
Blaine's  intentions.  It  was  Bent  by  his 
authority.  Mr.  Blaine  had  then  resolved 
to  withdraw  bis  name  as  a  candidat«.  His 
frifnds  in  Europe  hoped  he  might  reconsider 
in  coQcequence  of  Cleveland's  message  and 
his  reply  to  the  message  is  regarded  by 
Americans  here  as  suicidal.  Mr.  Blaine's 
answer  has  made  him  in  their  judgment  a 
necessary  candidate.  Blaine  agrees  that 
Mr.  Cleveland's  meesage insured  the  election 
of  1  R'^oublican  candidate,  but  he  persisted 
in  refusing  to  be  that  candidate.  His  letter 
of  declination  followed,  and  he  has  been 
gratidrd  by  the  manv  expressions  of  regret 
the  letter  has  elicited,  but  his  purpose  re- 
mains unchanged.  Mr.  Blaine  and  family 
are  still  in  Rome.  His  health  and  spirits 
continue  good;  he  is  likely  to  be  in  Loudon 
in  May. 

Pozzlin^  to  Paris  Physicians. 

Paris.  March  23. — A  remarkable  case  of 
complete  mental  collapse  is  puzzling  the 
medical  staff  of  the  Hot**!  Dieu,  the  famous 
Paris  hospital.  Some  months  ago  a  poorly 
dressed  womau,  evidently  b»-longing  to  the 
wiirking  class,  and  about  45  years  old,  en 
tered  a  police  station  near  the  Theatre 
Oiie<m  aud  a^keii  for  shelter.  She  did  not 
appear  to  btt  in  full  posst-ssion  of  her  men- 
IhI  faculties,  and  the  next  morning  she  was 
sent  to  the  Hotel  Dieu.  Here  she  has  re- 
mained ever  since  in  a  semi-comatose  con- 
dition. Her  memory  does  not  go  further 
back  tbau  the  date  of  her  application  at 
the  police  station;  she  is  entirely  ignorant 
of  her  previous  history  and  has  actually 
forgutfen  her  name.  Energetic  eSorts  have 
b  eu  made  by  the  police  department  to  dis- 
cover who  sh**  is  and  where  she  came  from, 
but  without  effort,  and  in  the  list  of  the 
missing  f>ir  the  past  six  months  there  is 
not  an  individual  that  answers  her  de- 
scription.

L<'NDo.N,  March  23.— Floods  are  doing 
gre  t  damage  in  Croatia  at  Alcoda.  Coffins 
have  iieen  washed  out  of  the  cemeteries 
and  are  floatins  about  New  Lasztomer. 
Six  other  villages  are  inundated.  The  ris- 
inii  of  the  Laboreza  river  is  doing  much 
dam^tge.
